Seminars  permitted  a 
sharing  of  each  individual’s  experiences  and  reflec¬ 
tions  with  all  the  members  of  his  group.

Due  to  unusually  strong  opposition,  Raven 
Hoosier  Conference  wins  numbered  four  against 
eight  losses.  But  the  Ravens’  rather  unimpressive 
record  does  not  credit  the  team  with  the  kind  of 
ball  it  played  most  of  the  season.  In  seven  de¬ 
cisions  the  Macholtzmen  lost  by  three  points 
or  less. 

One  of  the  season’s  successes  was  AC’s 
triumph  at  the  Marshall  (Michigan)  Optimist 
Classic.  Darryl  Lehnus  was  chosen  MVP  and 
was  joined  by  6'6"  Chuck  Hise  on  the  all-tourna¬ 
ment  team. 

Hise,  a  senior,  ran  away  with  top  honors  in 
several  fields.  High  for  the  team  in  total  points 
with  543,  his  field  goal  percentage  of  .557  broke 
the  AC  record  set  by  Gary  Pate  at  .549.  His  total 
of  407  rebounds  (average  17.7  per  game)  was  sec¬ 
ond  only  to  the  454  pulled  down  hy  Jack  Wilson 
in  1956.  Hise  was  named  to  the  NAIA  District  21 
team. 

AC  fans  did  not  mind  seeing  sophomore  Ron 
Long  fouled  because  of  his  amazing  free  throw 
percentage  of  .813.  Senior  Darryl  Lehnus  broke 
the  record  for  assists  with  267,  which  led  to  the 
scoring  of  534  points.  The  average  of  team  points 
per  game  was  82.5. 

With  the  help  of  returnees  Bates,  Wallace  and 
Taylor,  hopefully  the  team  will  give  us  a  better 
season  next  year.
